■ legislative history on Intelligence Sources and Methods which should be helpful 
in a court cash." I told him it was our understandirig^thdt the Administration 
was trying td reach a reasonable compromise; that. Jk slice' had been designated 
as the executive s agent in this respect; and that; of r course, we must support 
the Administration's efforts in this matter, and would not want Kronfeld this 
afternoon to attempt to pull the rug out from under these efforts by stating 
that the Agency was happy with the situation 1 . Kronf did' said he would abide 
with our desirefk, but that if we showed up at the meeting he would have' no 
other course than to attempt to get a concession'frotfr us that the legislation 
recognizes our°problem. ; , I > . •
